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President’s Column 


Saying Goodbye 

One of my jobs every month for the 
last two years has been to write this 
column for the . 
Gaily Forward. At 
the end of my term 
I have much to say 
and do not know 
where to begin. 

As with any se- 
rious commitment, 
there have been 
good times and 
hard times. The 
highlights include standing on the cen- 
ter island of Dolores Street and watch- 
ing the trestles being raised by crane to 
form the interior of our sanctuary, 
marching the Torahs from Danvers 
Street to the new building, and the dedi- 
cation weekend. 

Sadly, not every occasion was happy. 
After many months of contract renewal 
discussions, Rabbi Litman requested 
that we seek mediation with the 
NCRCR. The evaluation process was 
difficult and required consideration of 
all the many facets that go into making 
a rabbinate successful at CSZ. While 
both Rabbi Litman and the Va‘ad at- 
tempted to construct a process that was 
accessible and confidential, in the end 
it was with the guidance of UAHC Re- 
gional Director Rabbi Berk and the 
NCRCR that we were able to reach clo- 
sure. Most difficult has been maintain- 
ing the confidentiality required by the 
report and trying to provide informa- 
tion to concerned congregants. 

I would like to share with you some of 
the non-confidential comments contained 
in the NCRCR report. The mediators 
made very insightful commendations in 
the report; they stated, “One of the great 
strengths of the congregation is its tradi- 
tion of strong, involved lay leadership. 
This must be maintained for the congre- 
gation to remain viable and growing.” 
The report also contains recommenda- 
tions for development of an evaluation 
process using the NCRCR Guidelines for 
Mutual Review, and the establishment

of a review committee. It recommends 
that “efforts be made to minimize, if not 
eliminate, anonymous inputs to the 
evaluator and the Rabbi.” These recom- 
mendations have been taken seriously 
by the leadership. Some of the recom- 
mendations have already been imple- 
mented and the others are in process. 

I want to say thank you to the mem- 
bers of the Va’ad, the staff, the commit- 
tee chairs and the past presidents for 
their support and guidance throughout 
my term. Without them, and all the other 
members who have been there to make 
our community the vibrant and alive 
place it is, | would not have survived. 
As I said in my annual president's re- 
port, CSZ is an extraordinary example 
of commitment and what can be accom- 
plished with common values and goals. 
It is with feelings of accomplishment, 
relief and sadness that I finish my presi- 
dency. Thank you.

April Va’ad Minutes

Joe Hample gave the devar torah. He 
noted that it was the eve of Yom ha- 
Shoah (Holocaust Remembrance Day) 
and compared the six million to the 
story of Jephthah’s daughter in Judges 
11, slain as a human sacrifice. We re- 
cited the Holocaust Kaddish. 

Liz Schaffer of the Finance Commit- 
tee delivered the Treasurer’s Report in 
Arthur Slepian’s absence. Revenues 
were up last month and exceed budget 
for the year to date. We’ve collected 70% 
of budgeted dues and 33% of the year 
remains. Donations have also been high. 
Donations to the Building Fund are well 
above average and Kadimah revenues 
are rising. Expenses are down, but of- 
fice and High Holiday expenses were 
high this year. There’s $253,000 in the 
Capital Campaign Fund, more than 
enough for the rest of the year. 

Liz presented the second and final 
reading of the budget for fiscal year 
1999-2000. Expenses are growing, partly 
because of the new building and partly 
because of the growth in programming, 
and are now projected to exceed 
$460,000. The budget presented is bal- 
anced, but includes a variety of new or 
increased revenue sources plus the uti- 
lization of $20,000 from restricted funds. 
Fundraising will be the primary finan- 
cial challenge of the coming year. 

The Finance Committee will not rec- 
ommend an increase in the building as- 
sessment this year. The budget assumes 
no increase in membership or dues 
rates, yet we expect increased dues rev- 
enues because incomes increase and re- 
cent joiners will pay a full year’s dues 
in 1999-2000. We would like to increase 
membership, maybe by 15%. The Fi- 
nance Committee will convene 
“fundraising thinkers” to develop a 
plan. Fundraising might generate more 
excitement if we solicited contributions 
for specific funds or programs. We 
should also raise more from renting out 
the building, and from High Holiday 
fundraising (which won’t compete with 
the Capital Campaign this time around). 

For expenses, the Finance Committee 
tried to get more input from commit- 
tees this year. Our committees are get- 
ting better at projecting expenses. 

The Va’ad voted 10-0 to adopt the 
budget, with two not voting. 

Educator David Shneer reported that 
he leaves for Russia on April 29. A

subcommittee representing the Person- 
nel Committee and the Children’s Edu- 
cation Board has interviewed two 
candidates to find an Interim Educator 
and hopes to announce a selection by 
the next Va’ad meeting. Several 
Kadimah teachers are returning next 
year and one volunteer intern will take 
a regular teaching slot. 

The coexistence of Saturday morning 
services with Kadimah presents space 
and noise issues that may necessitate a 
subcommittee representing the Ritual 
Committee, the Children’s Education 
Board and the Va’ad. The Educator’s 
written report predicted expansion from 
five to six classes. 

Program Director Renée Bauer re- 
ported in writing about successful omer 
meditation, tikkun olam and parent- 
child projects. 

Administrator Lea Salem urged 
prompt submission of materials for the 
Annual Meeting. The building use pro- 
posal has been reviewed by the 
President’s Advisory Group and the 
Building and Grounds Committee. It 
contains broad guidelines, detailed rules

I have had the great privilege of serv- 
ing as Sha’ar Zahav’s program direc- 
tor for the past three years. It is now 
time for me to say goodbye. I am leav- 
ing CSZ in order to begin Rabbinic 
school at the Reconstructionist Rabbini- 
cal College in Philadelphia this fall. 

My time at CSZ has been immensely 
rewarding for me both professionally 
and personally. I began working at CSZ 
soon after High Holidays 5757 (1996). I 
started as a 15-hour a week employee, 
sharing a desk with the brand new edu- 
cator in the Danvers Street library. I 
am now a 40-hour a week employee 
with my own desk (and office!) in our 
new Dolores Street home. 

Obviously, much has changed in the 
congregation, in this job and in me over 
the past three years. During my tenure 
here the congregation has been trans- 
formed from a small shul in a quiet 
residential neighborhood to a public 
institution on a prominent historic site. 
I feel proud to have helped the congre- 
gation successfully make its transition 
from Danvers Street to Dolores Street, 
and I feel lucky to have been part of 
this historic time in the life of the con- 
gregation. 

A dynamic partnership among many 
lay leaders and me has enabled a dra- 
matic expansion of programming over 
the last three years. We now have a 
number of havurot that serve different 
demographic populations in the syna- 
gogue, including the baby havurah, 
Dor Rishon, our men’s group, and 
La’atid for our group members in their 
20s and 30s. With the development of 
the Tot Shabbat program and the for- 
mation of our teen youth group, CSZ’s 
children’s education program now 
serves young people from ages 2-18. 
We have also begun a special educa- 
tion series for CSZ parents, which will 
continue to expand as Kadimah’s fam- 
ily education program grows. 

Our rejuvenated adult education pro- 
gram provides a variety of opportuni- 
ties for all CSZers to engage in Jewish 
learning. Our social action program- 
ming has expanded greatly in the last 
year as well, assuring that our com- 
munity takes part in the mitzvah of 
tikkun olam, repair of the world. In 
addition to ongoing programmatic 
work, I have had the opportunity to 


work on a number of exciting one-time 
events, including the congregation’s 
celebrations of leaving Danvers Street 
and of dedicating Dolores Street. 

Creating and implementing pro- 
grams at CSZ has been tremendously 
rewarding for me because of the many 
wonderful people with whom I have 
had the opportunity to work. I have 
been moved by the talent, dedication 
and warmth in this community. I have 
learned a tremendous amount from, 
and been touched by, the committee 
chairs with whom I work on a weekly 
(and sometimes daily) basis, the many 
volunteers I depend on and the par- 
ticipants who give purpose to all our 
planning. 

My job would not have been so ful- 
filling had it not been for the amazing 
group of people who make up the CSZ 
staff. I want to thank each of them per- 
sonally for their support, inspiration 
and friendship. I thank Melanie 
Kushnir for her good humor, Rabbi 
Litman for her wisdom and encour- 
agement, and David Shneer for our 
wonderful programmatic partnership. 
I deeply appreciate Lea Salem, the only 
full-time staff member who has been 
at CSZ during my entire tenure, for 
caring so much for the congregation 
and keeping the synagogue’s mission 
at the forefront of our work. I am also 
grateful for the opportunity I had to 
work with previous CSZ staff mem- 
bers, Tamar Malino, Rabbi Martha

40 CSZers joined with over 500 volun- 
teers for the third annual Sukkot in 
April project. Sha’ar Zahav was asked 
to paint the San Christina Residence, a 
four-story single room occupancy ho- 
tel owned by the Community Hous- 
ing Project (a consortium of social 
service agencies, homeless advocacy 
organizations and developers). Most 
of the residents are formerly homeless. 
Over half of the residents have self- 
identified mental health problems. On 
Saturday, Christmas in April volun- 
teers started the job of renovating this 
beautiful old building. Our job was to 
finish painting the community living 
spaces. We painted a kitchen, a four- 
story staircase, the lobby, bathrooms, 
a conference room, the area around the 
elevator on each floor and touched up 
the work started on Saturday. 

The place began to look beautiful as 
we added color to once-drab walls. The 
San Christina Residence went from 
dirty yellowish walls to forest green, 
pale green, gold and cream. Many of 
the residents helped our group 
throughout the day. We all agreed that 
the transformation was stunning.

and a tentative fee schedule pending 
approval from the Finance Committee. 
Special events won't be contracted more 
than six months in advance. Caterers 
must have liability insurance, but we 
can waive this requirement for small 
events with nonprofessional catering. A 
six-month trial period for the guidelines 
was approved. 

Ron Lezell made a presentation about 
the Association of Reform Zionists of 
America (ARZA). The Orthodox 
monopoly of Jewish religious expres- 
sion in Israel was consolidated in 1948, 
when progressives had other priorities, 
and has been seriously challenged only 
in the last five years, largely at ARZA’s 
initiative. From 1993 to 1997, the CSZ 
dues form included a box to check if 
one wished to join ARZA. In 1998, 
ARZA’s executive director, Rabbi 
Ammiel Hirsch, came out against rab- 
binic officiation at same-sex kiddushin, 
and CSZ dropped the ARZA box from 
our dues form. Rabbi Hirsch strongly 
supports LGBT participation in Jewish 
life, but fears same-sex kiddushin may 
harm the progressive cause in Israel. 
The Va‘ad, voted*i1-1' tesrestoresthe 
ARZA box to the dues form, but to in- 
clude a letter from CSZ’s president pre- 
senting both sides of the issue. 

In Rabbi Litman’s absence, Lea re- 
ported one baby naming, one shiv’ah 
minyan, and three conversions in the 
last month. 

A brief closed session followed. Then 
we sang Oseh Shalom and went home.
